| The Year 1937 May Be Salvaged 
An Editorial 


O far as domestic commerce and restoration are con- 
cerned Canada may as well write off the year 1936 as 
a total loss. ‘t this, the end of summer, some public 
works projects are getting under way; but the coming of 
winter will prevent completion until 1937. When parlia- 
ment meets in JAnuary, the debate on the Address, and 
the preliminary political fights eat up the first two months 
of the session and it is late in May before the important 
legislation is effective. Then negotiations with the pro- 
vinces eat up the rest of the summer—and then the year 
slips away, as has been said, with so much to do and so 
little done. 


The only way to salvage the year 1937 is to assemble 
parliament in November, 1936, and finish the session by 
March 1, 1 Then the working months of 1937 may 
be put to useful constructive purposes.

The money famine must be broken; and broken by 
making money available on a nationwide scale in loans, 
large and small, repayable in instalments at low interest, 
for works of construction and restoration so as to improve 
the standard of living and remove the menace to health 


and stability caused by the army of the unemployed. 
Unless and until this is done there will be no_ political 
stability—no national safety—and 1937 will follow its 


preceding unused years into the oblivion of wasted time

| The Canadians as a people have been 
itself 


| patient—but unrest of a serious nature is making 
apparent in each of the provinces. 


The people do not agitate for help, but demand to be 
put in a position where they can help themselves. This is 
the safest thing which our political leaders could do, The 
money issued for loans on construction and restoration 
projects would be good money by reason of the security 
given for the loans and the improvements made by use of 
the loans. Collective effort is better security upon which 
to base money than is a non-working gold hoard in con- 
crete vaults. 


In a world of crumbling political strengths, it is folly, 
even madness, to prolong the money famine in Canada. 
The lack of access to money is depriving at least one-third 
of the population of any opportunity at all; and is 

| dangerously limiting the constructive activities of nearly 
| all the rest of the Canadian race. There is no need of it; 
| no safety in it; and grave national danger from unrest and 
| political overthrow. 


Mayor Houde of Montreal has thrown a vivid light 
on the unrest in Quebec—hitherto looked upon as the most 
politically stable province in Canada. When the mayor of 
the largest city in Canada is forced out of office by un- 
bearable conditions of unrest and non-construction, there 
is urgent need for immediate action by parliament. 


Nothing but early action at Ottawa putting facilities 
in the hands of those desiring to get busy so that they can 
have access to the necessary money on reasonable secur- 
ity, will hold back the mounting waves of unrest. There is 
no element of political safety in any policy except that of 
direct action by parliament to break the money famine 
and to bring money back into general use as a public 
utility.

NEW MYSTERY 


Pulsating Star is One of 
Most Spectacular Sights 


In Heavens 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

Associated Press Science Editor 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 4.— 

Star unlike any that has ever 
been known, found in the south- 
ern sky by a woman asironomer, 
was reported to the Harvard Ter- 
centenary today. 

The discovery was described by 
Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of the 
Harvard Observatory, as an appar- 
ent example of a spectacular and 
unexpected step in evolution in the 
sky 

For 30 years this star was a 
faint variable—that is, its light 
rose and fell slightly and slowly 
Suddenly it changed to a cepheid 
variable, which means a pulsat- 
ing star, 

These cepheids are among the 
most spectacular stars known. Wh) 
they pulsate is a complete mys 
tery One guess is that their in- 
teriors get out of equilibrium. This 
seems to mean the gases grow hot- 
ter or denser in one portion than 


in another

“Only a small proportion of the 
public knows that, even at this 
date, there are few signs of a 
decrease in the number of bodies 
being found on the battlefields 
of France,” said the speaker.

At the 
end of 1921, systematic search- 
ing of the battlefields was closed, 
there being no longer any visible 
signs to justify its continuance. 
From that time to the end of 
1934, the number of bodies re- 
covered and removed to ceme- 
teries was 36,530. In each case 
every endeavor is made to estab- 
lish identity and this has heen 
successful in about 25 per cent of 
the cases.” 


Mr. Mosher here made an im- 
portant suggestion 

“I would suggest,” he said, “that 
all who have a relative or friend 
who was reported missing, and 
of whom no word has since been 
received, get in touch with the 
Imperial War Graves Commission, 
supplying name, regimental num- 
ber and unit of the soldier con- 
cerned. It is possible the soldier 
is now lying in a beautiful ceme- 
tery which is being lovingly 
cared for, but with no means of 
discovering relatives due to the 
lapse of time.

WHAT CAN BE DONE 

It would pay the taxpayers of Edmonton to 
send their city council and officials of tie fin- 
ance and public works departments on a holi- 
day-jaunt to Banff, on condition that the perty 
must take a stroll across the Bow River bridge 
and spend a day studying an improvement that 
is being carried out on the mountain side near 
the administration building. 

The work is known as the Cascades of Time 
It comprises a series of fish pools, connected by 
water falls, interspersed with lawns and flower 
beds, traversed by waiks crossing the streams 
over Japanese bridges, and leading to rest 
houses of the pagoda type. 

The scheme is one to immortalize the land- 
scape architect who conceived it. It is a delight- 
ful place to lounge on a hot afternoon in sum- 
mer, and when the colored lights are turned on 
at evening it becomes a veritable fairyland. 
Merely as a spectacle it is a place of enchant- 
ment. 

It is still more interesting pernaps because 
the scheme has been worked out to represent dif- 
ferent geologic ages, Each pool is built of rocks 
which tell the story of one of the pre-historic 
periods, which have left no other records than 
the rocks. To the student of geology, as to the 
sight-seer, the Cascades will be invaluable 

But the project has another interest, for the 
student of present day applied economics. To 
have carried through this improvement in the 
ordinary way would have cost at least a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, perhaps a half million 
The actual cost up to last fall was $29,000, and 
the completed cost will be less than $35,000. 

How come? Simply because the work was 
done by “unemployed” men; men who, if they 
had not been doing that or building roads would 
have been drawing relief money for doing no- 
thing. The cost figures cited represent the 
amount paid out for experts, the hiring of 
teams, and the small amount of material that 
had to be bought. 

Perhaps if Edmonton's council and city of- 
ficials spent a day there they would gather some 
faint impression of what could have been done 
in the last six vears to improve Edmonton's 
streets and beautify the city, by allowing relief- 
men to work their allowances. Council

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1858 the first At- 


lantic cable, which had been in- 
augurated on August 12 by an 
interchange of messages between 
Queen Victoria and President 
Buchanan of the United States 
was rendered useless by an _ ice- 
berg. For seven years the project 
lagged partly for financial reasons, 
partly becouse of scepticism as to 


its feasibility; on July 21, 1865, the 
S.S. Great Eastern began the laying 
of a cable, but this broke 
on August 12. A year the at- 
tempt was renewed by the Great 
Eastern, that time with — success 
on August 10 the cable was 
landed on the shores of Newfound 
land, The next cable was laid by 
the Great Eastern in July, 1873;

OMEONE once wrote that no Englishman could get any- 


where politically 


without a crisis; 


and that Lloyd 


George owed his then political supremacy to his ability to 


create a crisis anytime. 


Several national leaders are creating a desired crisis 
by pointing with alarm to the commercial progress of 


Japan, 
States. 


Notable instances are Australia and the United 


The commercial progress of Japan is due to the fact 
that the Japanese statesmen were the first to realize the 


distinction between wealth and national progress; the first 
to realize that the continued centralization of money con- 


trol in Tokio would bring political overturn; 


the first to 


realize that money is useless unless it is working on a 
nationwide scale; and that the way to work out of a cycle 
of deflation is to make money available all over the nation 


for any constructive and manufacturing purpose. 


In other 


words that money is only valuable for what it will do in 
active use; and that a centralized money control is truly 


a useless financial iceberg. 


That these Japanese financial beliefs are true is shown 
by the fact that Japan is maintaining some seventy mil- 
lion people in an area having natural assets which are 
only a fraction of the naturai assets of the Province of 


Alberta. 


When you extend the comparison to the whole of 


Canada, the results 


are still more startling. So far as 


natural assets are concerned Canada has ninety-nine to 


Japan’s one. 


On the basis of what Mother Nature has done for the 
respective countries Canada should have seventy million 


population and Japan ten million. 


It is not only the other 


way about—but Canada is so completely in the grip of 


dollar worship that Canada’s ten million 


population is 


struggling with unemployment, with bad housing condi- 
tions, with jewelfy prices for fuel; and is exporting great 
quantities of lumber overseas at auction prices instead of 
using it to increase the fixed assets of Canada. 


All that is needed to get Canada going is a reversal of 
the centralized money control policy; a making of money 
available for all constructive and restoration purposes at 
low interest repayable in reasonable instalments. Couple 
this with a policy of putting the Canadian National Rail- 
way System to work as a publit utility, thereby turning its 
deficit into a surplus, and in a very few years, Canada will 
be the most prosperous nation per capita in the world— 
even though the population has increased to thirty million 


people. 


This is the only way to efficiently pay off the 


national debt and the railway debt — and to make a
